Few people. are aware that the Russian 
refugees in China number something like 
50,000.."We “have been made fashiliar 
during tho ‘past.year- with the fact that 
thero-from 8,000 to 40,000 in Shanghai,- 
including 1,500 who. have ‘been cooped up 
for several months on’ four Russian ships 
lying off Woowig: but’ there.are many 
nore thousands in Chinese territory lying 
aeartr the Russian“frontier.
